Remarks/ Arguments; 

Claims 68-83, 86, 106, and 108-1 1 1 are pending. Claims 68-83, 86, and 106 were previously 
presented, and claims 108-1 1 1 are presented hereby. 

Claims 84, 85, 87-105, and 107 are canceled hereby, without prejudice or disclaimer, claims 
87-105, and 107 being canceled pursuant to restriction under 35 USC 121. 

Newly presented claims 108-111 contain the subject matter of claims 84 and 85 . Claims 1 08 
and 110 represent the subject matter of claim 84. Each of newly presented claims 109 and 111, 
which are dependent on claims 108 and 110, respectively, corresponds to and, so, replaces claim 85. 

Claims 68-83, 85, 86, 106, and 108 stand allowed. 

Each of present, dependent claims 109 and 111 contains the limitations of allowed, 
dependent claim 85. Accordingly, claims 109 and 111 are allowable. 

Claim 84 was found allowable if the claimed subject matter were divided into two claims, 
i.e., in order to overcome the rejection of the claim under 35 USC 112, Tf2. Since the subject matter 
of claim 84 is divided and, so, represented in newly presented (replacement) claims 108 and 110, 
claims 1 08 and 1 09 are allowable, according to the Office Action; and, the rej ection under § 1 1 2, T|2, 
is, accordingly, overcome. 

Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for the timely indication of allowable subject matter. 

The Office Action requires an explanation for Applicants maintaining that June 27, 1994, is 
the effective date for purposes of prior art of Proc, Natl Acad, ScL USA, 91, 5740-5747, 1994 
(Eigen), Eigen was rehed on to previously reject the claims under 35 USC 102(a). 
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June 27, 1994, is the effective date of Eigen for purposes of prior art, of record. This was 
estabhshed in connection with the Amendment filed March 16, 1999. Submitted with the 
Amendment (as an attachment) was a copy of the cover page of the issue of the periodical (i.e., Prac.
